factories throughout the Hastern States were closed today, and 
in many cities, city employees were given a holiday. 
Philadelphia reported the hottest June day in the history of 
its weather bureau when the temperature mounted to 99 degrees, 
while it reached 95 in Providence, the warmest spot listed in the

A FLIGHT THAT FAILED. 

Captain Amundsen has given up his scheme to 
fly over the spot where ‘the meridians converge, 
and is returning to civilization. His airplane got 
smashed in a trial flight. Apparently the fore- 
sighted explorer forgot to take along one neces- 
sary lot of equipment. He should have included a 
machine shop in his outfit for polar aviation. 


BETTING AGAINST A RISE. 

There was a panic on the Berlin bourse on 
Wednesday because the mark rose in value in 
New York; it fell again, of course. Seemingly the 
mark is now worth so little that Berlin bankers 
are banking on it not being worth any more. The 
cheerful Canadian speculator who has been buy- 
ing marks in hope of waking up some morning to 
find himself rich might gather something from 
that. 


SUMMERS VARY. 


The ‘‘good old summer time,’’ of much exag- 
gerated delightfulness as struck the eastern half 
of the continent. New York people are sleeping on 
the grass in the parks, and Ohio reports 22 dead 
from the heat in seventy-two hours. In this foot- 
hill provinee, with its higher altitude and drier 
air, heat prostrations are rare and death from tor- 
ridity almost unknown. While the easterners 
have been suffering from too much summer, Al- 
bertans have been sleeping in blankets and going 
about their business and pleasure in the day time 
in safety and comfort. 


UP TO THE INDIVIDUAL. 


Hon. Mr. Hoadley says the caterpillar pest is 
one which the Government cannot deal ‘with, be- 
cause there are too many millions of the invaders, 
and they are operating in toomany districts. It is, 
he says, a scourge which the people themselves 
will have to combat. Just how the farmer or 


townsman is to go about it to clear his premises 
of the tree destroyers is one thing that the Gov- 
ernment might find out and make known. Not 
that that would doom the caterpillar to destruc- 
tion, but it might help to curb his operations. The 
chances rather are that if the Government does 
not know how to exterminate the horde, the 
private citizen will not try, and we shall have to 
leave it to nature to make an end of the nuis- 
ance. But a good many people have shrubbery 
and ornamental trees which they would like to 
protect in case the caterpillars get tired of a diet 
of native poplar. Some information as to how that 
can be done would be welcome. 


MORE FORCIBLE MEANS. 


If France is to get money or its equivalent out 
of the occupation of the Ruhr the industries of 
the district must be made to produce. Since the 
owners and employees refuse to carry on volun- 
tarily, other meaus of attaining the end are to be 


taken. The French authorities have completed 
plans to take over the mines, coke ovens, iron and 
steal plants, metal works and other industria! 
concerns and to work these under military law. 
Putting it plainly, the workers are to be made 
to work, and the directors to direct, at the point 
of the bayonet. That will not be pleasant for 
the employees of the plants, may be still less satis- 
factory to the owners, and can hardly fail to 
provoke general resentment against the foreign 
masters. But something of the kind was plainly 
inevitable. France #id not occupy the Ruhr as a 
national pastime, It seized the district in satis- 
faction of a debt, and sent its army there in the 
role of a bailiff to realize. Thus far without the 
results hoped for. Germany has neither paid, 
tried to pay, nor offered a reasonable plan of pay- 
ment. A condition of stalemate has developed, 
and France is out the expenses of its army of 
necupation, less the value of an occasional con- 
signment of marks scooped out of the local banks. 
Meanwhile productive industry has dwindled, 
largely it is claimed as the result of instructions 
and influence from Berlin. Idle mines and factor. 
Jes cannot pay ‘taxes, either in cash or kind, and | 
taxes must be collected if France is to get repara- 
tions money—which it fully intends to do. Lf the 
uew means are distasteful to the people of the 
district that perhaps will make their application | 
aunecessary for any great length of time. Work | 
ing under compulsion is slavery, and under com- 
pulsion of a foreign army is a peculiarly odious | 
kind of slavery. The less the Ruhr people like the 
arrangement the more likely that they will bring 
pressure on Berlin to pay up and free them fron 
alien masters,

ENLARGING THE SPOUT. 


In a debate in Parliament on a vote of $11,- 
800,000 to cover the year’s outlay on construction 
of the new Welland ship canal, Hon. George 
Graham estimated that the cost of the enterprise 
may run to $80,000,000. If precedent is to hold the 
amount may be $100,000,000 or more. In 1915 the 
engineer in charge thought the canal could be 
dug for $50,000,000 and finished in five years. 
The scarcity of labor and other war conditions 
put an end to construction for two years. And 
when work was resumed increased wages and 
cost of materials soon made apparent that the 
total investment would far exceed the carlier 
calculations, The undertaking is a great one in 
itself and of its kind. Excepting the Suez and 
Panama canals it is perhaps the most ambitious 
project yet steno in the way of creating arti- 
ficial waterways. From the entrance in Lake Erie 
to the outlet in Lake Ontario the length is twenty- 
five miles. There is a fall of 825 feet in this dis- 
tance. Vessels will be raised and lowered from one 
lake to the other by means of seven locks, each 
with a lift of 461-2 feet, The locks are to be each 
eight hundred feet in length, by eighty in width, 
and thirty feet deep.The approaches are to be made 
twenty-five feet deep, but may be later on carried 
down to the thirty-foot level by dredging when 
that is found necessary, 

Quite obviously the new canal is only a first 
step in a still larger undertaking. The bulk of the 
traffic availablo to it will originate in the wheat 
fields of the prairie provinces. It will facilitate 
the handling of this traffic, but to a limited 
degree. Lake vessels of the largest size will be able 
by reason of it to pass from Ft. William to the 
foot of Lake Ontario, But there their cargoes will 
have to be trans-shipped, as the large craft can- 
not navigate the canals along the St. Lawrence, 
The Jogical next and final step will be the en. 
largement of these canals. Until that is done the 
importanco of the new Welland canal in assisting 
the movement of the wheat crop is rather pro- 
blematical. It isnow found to be cheaper to carry
